VICTORIA, B. C., April 1.—Mail advices 
by the steamer Empress of Japan, which 
arrived here to-day, warn quarantine’ offi- 
cers of the outbreak of genuine cholera in 
Southern Japan, with ten deaths at the Na- 
val Station at Moji in twelve days.

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SENATOR PALMER IN A STRANGE ROLE. 


Senator Palmer's strictures upon the 
action of the Illinois State Democratic 
Committee in calling a State convention 
to Consider the money question are, to 
say the least, peculiar.

take snap judgment on the rank and file 
of the party voters. Wut it has really 
done is to ‘ask these voters to express 
their views in a regular, legitimate and 
Democratic way on 4 vital public qties-

Why should Senator Palmer or, any 
other Democratic object to this? Who 
will say that under a democratic form 
of government the people have not the 
right to speak for themselves? 

Senator Palmer has set the example 
of plain speaking and he cannot com- 
plain if those who differ with him speak 
fs plainly as he does. It is proper to say, 
therefore, that one of the excellent and 
Sufficient reasons for calling the State 
convention is that Senator Palmer and 
other official representatives of the party 
have been misrepresenting the views of 
illinois Democrats on the money question. 

Senator Palmer raised no protest when 
certain “bankers and business men“ in 
Chicago, who favor gold monometallism, 
arranged for a public banquet and asked 
President Cleveland to deliver an address 
advocating their side of the question. 
He knew perfectly well that this 
banquet and speech were designed as 
part of the anti-silver propaganda. 
knew that they were intended to convey 
the impression that Illinois Democrats 
favor the Administration’s financial 
policy. He knew that that interpretation 
would be put upon it by the outside world. 
Yet he raised no voice of protest. Had 
the banquet been held he would probably 
have been present and acquiescing in 
what would have been a fraud on the 
Democratic party of Illinois and a de- 
ception upon the rest of the country. 

At any rate Senator Palmer kept silent 
while this trick was being concocted, He 
found hia voice of protest only when the 
Bxecutive Committee of the party took 
the regular and proper course to ascer- 
tain what is the real sentiment of the 
Democrats of Illinois on the issue thus 
raised. 

It i# a etrange role for Senator Palmer 
to be playing. It is still stranger to find

BETTER ELECTION LAWS IMPERATIVE. 


Registration of the dead and whole- 
sale perjury by the living round out the 
list of election crimes which the Post- 
Dispatch has exposed in the First, Fit- 
teenth and Nineteenth Wards at the 
election last week. 

These charges of fraud submitted by 
the Post-Dispatch are accompanied by 
proof and testimony available for crim- 
inal prosecution. The crimes are located 
and described, and the names of wit- 
nesses are supplied. There is not a shadow 
of excuse for a failure of the Grand-jury 
to make such anh investigation as will re- 
sult in the indictment and punishment of 
the rascals: The penitentiary yawns for a 
score of them. 

This evidence of gross registration and 
election frauds constitutes an imperative 
demand upon the Legisiature for better 
élection laws on the line repeatedly sug- 
gested by the Post-Dispatch. Our anti- 
quated scheme of registration and re- 
vision, and our large precincts, afford 
opportunity for extensive false persona- 
tion and the registration of dead men: 
With small precincts and with a new regr- 
istration before each election under proper 
safeguards opportunities for fraud would 
be reduced to a minimum. 

Something may be done to purify elec- 
tions by enforcing our present laws, but 
we must have the safeguards of im- 
proved legislation to prevent crime. Will 
the extra session require any further 
evidence of this need?

COVINGTON, Ky., April 11.—Senator Goe- 
bet has just shot and killed Banker San- 


ford. 

The greatest excitement prevails, as the 
men are two of the most prominent citizens 
of the city, and are among the leading ones 
of Kentucky. 

An old feud had existed between State 
Senator Goebet, the neighbor and personal 
friend of Secretary Carlisle and John San- 
ford, Pregident of the Farmers’ and Trad- 
ers‘ ‘National Bank of this place, They met 
on the street while returning from lunch 
about 1 o’clock, when Goebet opened fire. He 
shot twice, both shots taking effect. 

Eye-witnesses gay that Sanford was 
felled by the first shot. He was carried 
into the First National Ba building and 
medical aid summoned, While Senator 
Goebet gave himself up. A large crowd 
soon assembled, Threats were made in 
the vicinity of the bank, and the excite- 
ment spread all over the city. While the 
feud is an old one, the immediate cause 
of the shooti is said to be due to the 
Goebet road law. Sanford is President 
and owner of several turnpikes. 

Senator Goebet had a bill passed reducing 
the tolls, which made the Senator popular 
with the 8 but was bad for the turn- 
pike st Sanford is reported to have 
used severe terms in talking about Senator 
Goebet and his law. Shortly after 2 o'clock 
the n reported Sanford still allve, 
but they thought it was doubtful about him 
surviving another hour, and said there was 
no hope whatever of his recovery.

TWO°OUTLAWS KILLED. 


Marshals Have Another Battle With 
the Dover Train Robbers. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 11.—A special 
to the Star from Hennessey, O. T., says: 

The Lacey mail carrier brings the news of 
another desperate battle betweeen the
